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Positions  to  be  filled  include  three  non-residence  Representatives, 
one  Men's  Residence  Rep,  one  Women's  Residence  Rep,  a  Social  Co-ordinator  and 
an  Athletics  Co-ordinator.     Residence  Reps  are  nominated  and  elected  by  members 
in  residence,  Non-residence  Reps  by  those  off-campus.     Social  and  Athletics 
Co-ordinators ,  responsible  for  the  planning  and  development  of  College  activities, 
are  elected  by  all  members  and  may  live  on  or  off  campus. 

Nomination  forms  should  be  returned  to  the  General  Office  no  later 
than  5  p.m. ,  Monday,  March  15.     They  should  be  duly  signed  by  the  nominee  and 
seconders;  needless  to  say,  all  signatures  should  be  those  of  members  of  the 
College.     Make  sure  the  position  is  clearly  designated.     Additional  forms  are 
available.     Elections  will  be  held  on  March  26  from  9  a.m.   to  5  p.m.   in  the 
Commons  Block,  and  again  from  8:30  to  9:30  that  evening  during  the  Party.  We 
hope  that  the  names  of  the  winners  can  be  announced  at  the  Party.
